Downwind, thousands of trees 
are dying, and lakes and streams 
once ful of fish now contain few 
or none. Hundreds of miles 
upwind, factories burning coal or 
oil are sending sulphurous dis- 
charges high into the atmos- 
phere, where they cart be carried 
across seas and national bound- 
aries before descending in dust 
and raig.
